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Three Steps 


in the 


Christian Walk 


HE text for our thought is found 

_ in 1 John 5:9-15. In verses 13-14 
we read, “These things have I written 
unto you that believe on the name of 
the Son of God; that ye may know 
that ye have eternal life, and that ye 
may believe on the name of the Son 
of God. And this is the confidence 
that we have in him, that, if we ask 
anything according to his will, he 
heareth us.” 

There are three phases of Christian 
life -faith, experience and character. 
Each is equally vital to the Christian 
testimony, and one cannot stand with- 
out the other. Let us look at each 
one, beginning with faith. 

This is a changing world. Concepts 
of faith are constantly changing and 
what is considered fact at one time 
is challenged at a later date. Never- 
theless in this changing world we have 
an unchanging God and an eternal 
word, “Heaven and earth shall pass 
away but my Word shall never pass 
away. The Psalmist wrote, “Thy 
Word is forever settled in heaven.” 
The unchanging Word is the positive 
answer and we can fix upon it. 
Through it God brought the message 
of eternal life by the birth, life, death

and resurrection of His Son. “He that 
hath the Son hath life.” 


The simplicity of the gospel is that 
all may understand through the Word. 
So as we read and study the Word it 
becomes a solid foundation for faith. 
Thus the Word reveals Christ and 
makes Him known. But this know- 
ledge in itself does not save. Bible 
reading alone cannot save. One cannot 
believe unless Christ is first known, 
then knowledge brings one to experi- 
ence and experience must follow. This 
is the reason missionaries are sent to 
the uttermost parts of the earth, for 
how can they believe unless they hear? 

Experience is a relationship with 
God. Jesus called it the new birth in 
speaking to Nicodemus, who, though 
a teacher in Isreal, lacked knowledge 
and experienced. When he came ask- 
ing, “Good Master, we know thou art 
a teacher come from God...” Jesus 
did more than accept the compliment. 
He replied, “Ye must be born again.” 
But how? And the answer was, “That 
which is born of the flesh is flesh 
and that which is born of the spirit 
is spirit.” Notice the parallel. Natural 
birth touches all existance of the crea- 
ture, That first cry is evidence of life. 


So spiritual life in the new birth is 
manifest by the cry, “Abba Father.” 
Just as a babe is ushered into a new 
world of existence, so one is spiritually 
born into a different life and atmos- 
phere. Here is experience. 


A growing in knowledge and ex- 
perience must continue. Many have 
enjoyed a single experience and little 
more. A daily knowing God is nec- 
essary. We Pentecostals believe that 
the Spirit of God should be real in our 
lives and that the touch and moving 
of God must continue. This is for all. 
It is more than a duty, it is a privi- 


lege. Some tend to be mystical, but — 


this is not a life lived fearing the su- 


pernatural, but a glorious reality. A | 


number of years ago a young man dis- 


agreed with his father so violently | 


that he left home, possibly never to 
return. A few days later he came back 
transformed. He had met some 
Christian men and the Holy Spirit 
used their testimonies to change his 
life. One day he was praying in the 
apple orchard and lost in a wonderful 
ecstacy and power he began speaking 
in a strange language. Months passed 
before he met some Pentecostal be- 
liever who explained what had oc- 
curred. This unusual case brought 
experience before knowledge. How- 
ever, knowledge is vitally necessary, 
for as long as we are human it is 


possible for the human spirit to lead — 


astray. Therefore, it is necessary for 
experience to line up with the known 


Word of God. And anything that does — 
not adhere to the Word will eventually 


shipwreck. 


Character is the next step. Faith 
and experience are not enough. They 
must be transformed into daily Christ- 
ian living. To profess great faith and 
experience and manifest unchristian 
character is not consistant. Faith and. 
experience must become character, 
reflect in daily life His power and 
glory. Paul wrote to the Ephesians, 
“That ye henceforth walk not as the 
Gentiles . . . putting away lying... 
anger... steal no more... . let no 
corrupt communication proceed out of 
your mouth.” Profession without the 
putting away will result in a testimony 
without true sound. 


A Christian man testified to his 
fellow workers until he irritated them. 
When they retaliated with crude jest- 
ing, his display of anger ruined years 
of testimony in a moment. Are you 
honest? Do you pay your debts? Is 
your life better than the world around 
you? If it is not then you have no 
testimony to them. It is necessary that 
altar experiences be translated into 


daily Christian living for the world . 
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Spiritual gifts are only as effective 
as our spiritual fruit and an unchrist- 


ian character cannot be trusted in his 


_ spiritual revelations. Paul admonished 


letter alone will kill. 


the Galatian church to allow the 
Spirit of God to produce fruit in their 
lives. 

Search the Scripture and know it. 
But do not stop there, for knowin 
every jot and tittle without the Spirit 
to quicken, can not bring life. The 
But with the 
Spirit the Word becomes real and out 


of experience founded on the Word 
men will see your good works and 
glorify God. Such character is not 
poured in, it is a daily living for God. 
If the veracity of your Baptism in the 
Holy Spirit is questioned, it may be 
because a Christian life has not been 
consistently lived. Walk and live in 
touch with God. In the words penned 
by a songwriter, 


I'll walk with God, from this day on, 
His helping hand I'll lean upon, 
This is my prayer, my humble plea, 
May the Lord be ever with me.

api ITH what body do they come” 


(I Cor. 15:35)? 


Men of all ages have asked ques- 
tions about the hereafter. Even in 
Job, the oldest book of the Bible, we 


_ read, “Man breathes his last and where 


is he?” (Job 14:10, RSV), and, “If a 
man die, shall he live again?” (Job 
14:14, RSV). 

Saints of all ages have been confi- 
dent that after death they would see 
the Lord. We quote again from Job 
who uttered during the time of his 
affliction the immortal words, “For I 
know that my Redeemer lives, and at 


— last he will stand upon the earth; and 
after my skin has been thus destroyed, 
. then without (or from) my flesh I 
‘ shall see God, whom I shall see on my 


side (or for myself), and my eyes 
shall behold, and not another” (John 


* 19:25-27, RSV). In Hebrews 11:18-16, 
‘we read how the Old Testament 
‘ saints died in faith looking forward to 


seeing the Lord. 
We read also in the New Testament 


_ that when a Christian dies, he leaves 
- the physical body of flesh and goes 
| immediately to be with the Lord. 


“Therefore we are always confident, 
knowing that, whilst we are at home 
in the body, we are absent from the 


. Lord: (For we walk by faith, not by 
{ sight:). We are confident, I say, and 
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willing rather to be absent from the 
body, and to be present with the 
Lord” (II cor. 5:6-8). 

“For to me to live is Christ, and to 
die is gain. But if I live in the flesh, 
this is the fruit of my labour: yet 
what I shall choose I wot not. For I 
am in a straight betwixt two, having 
a desire to depart, and to be with 
Christ; which is far better” (Phil. 1:21 
-23). 

This brings us to a question about 
which many believers wonder. What 
kind of body will we have after death? 

First, let us consider what the body 
will not be, and then what it will be. 

It will not be the same body as was 
buried. “And that which thou sowest, 
thou sowest (bury) not that body that 
shall be, but bare grain, it may chance 
of wheat, or of some other grain” 
(I Cor. 15:87). 

Surely God would not give us the 
same old body as was buried, such as, 
infant bodies, crippled bodies, de- 
formed bodies, aged bodies, etc. 


It will not be an earthly or physical 
body. “There are also celestial (hea- 
venly) bodies, and bodies terrestrial 
(earthly): but the glory of the celes- 
tial is one, and the glory of the ter- 
restrial is another. Now this I say, 
brethren, that flesh and blood cannot 
inherit the kingdom of God; neither 


doth corruption inherit incorruption” 


(I Cor. 15:40, 50). 


It will not be subject to material 
things nor bound by walls or closed 
doors. “Then the same day at evening, 
being the first day of the week, when 
the doors were shut where the dis- 
ciples were assembled for fear of the 
Jews, came Jesus and stood in the 
midst, and saith unto them, Peace be 
unto you” (John 20:19). 


It will not be subject to the law of 
gravity. “And when he had spoken 
these things, while they beheld, he 
was taken up; and a cloud received 
him out of their sight” (Acts 1:9). 
“Then we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up-together with them 
in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the 
air: and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord” (I Thes. 4:17). 


It will be a body according to God’s 
pleasure. “But God giveth it a body 
as it hath pleased him, and to every 
seed his own body” (I Cor. 15:38). 


It will be like Christ’s glorious body. 
“Who shall change our vile body, that 
it may be fashioned like unto his glor- 
ious body, according to the working 
whereby he is able event to subdue all 
things unto himself” (Phil. 8:21). 
“Beloved, now we are the sons of God, 
and it doth not appear what we shall 
be: but we know that, when he shall 
appear, we shall be like him; for we 
shall see him as he is” (I John 3:2). 


It will be a spiritual body. “It is 
sown a natural body, it is raised a 
spiritual body. There is a natural body, 
and there is a spiritual body” (I Cor. 
15:44). 

It will be an incorruptible body, 
“So also is the resurrection of the 
dead. It is sown in corruption, it is 
raised in incorruption” (I Cor. 15:42). 

It will be a heavenly body. “And as 
we have borne the image of the 
earthy, we shall also bear the image 
of the heavenly”: (I Cor. 15:59). 

It will be an immortal body and 
not subject to death. “Behold, I show 
you a mystery: We shall not all sleep, 
but we shall all be changed. For this 
corruptible must put on incorruption, 
and this mortal must put on immortal- 
ity. So when this corruption shall have 
put on incorruption, and this mortal 
shall have put on immortality, then 
shall be brought to pass the saying 
that is written, Death is swallowed up 
in victory” (I Cor. 15:51, 58, 54). 

It will be a sexless body. “For when 
they shall rise from the dead, they 
neither marry, nor are given in mar- 
riage; but are as the angels which are 
in heaven” (Mark 12:25).

Inasmuch as the body will be like 
Christ’s, it will be a body able to eat 
and drink. “And while they yet be- 
lieved not for joy, and wondered, he 
(Jesus) said unto them, Have ye here 
and meat? And they gave him (Jesus) 
a piece of broiled fish, and of honey- 
comb. And he (Jesus) say unto you, 
I will not drink henceforth of this 
fruit of the vine, until that day when 
I (Jesus) drink it new with you in 
my Father’s kingdom” (Matt. 26:29). 


It will be a body able to appear 
and disappear momentarily. “And it 
came to pass, that, while they com- 
muned together and reasoned, Jesus 
himself drew near, and went with 
them. And their eyes were opened, 
and they knew him; and he vanished 
out of their sight. And as they thus 
spake, Jesus himself stood in the midst 
of them, and saith unto them, Peace 
be unto you” (Luke 24:15, 31, 36). 


It will be like our present body, 
though not in substance, but in like- 
ness. “For now we see through a glass, 
darkly; but then face to face: now I 
know in part; but then shall I know 
even as also I am known” (I Cor. 13: 
12). “Beloved, now are we the sons 
of God, and it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be: but we know that, 
when he shall appear, we shall be like 


him; for we shall see him as he is” 
(I John 3:2). 

Stephen, while being stoned, saw 
the heavens opened and _ recognized 
Jesus standing at the right hand of 
the Father. “But he, being full of the 
Holy Ghost, looked up steadfastly into 
heaven, and saw the glory of God, 
and Jesus standing on the right hand 
of God” (Acts 7:55). 

Jesus said, “We shall sit down with 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob in heaven” 
(Matt. 8:11). 

Peter, James, and John recognized 
Moses and Elijah and heard them 
speak on the mount of transfiguration. 
“And, behold, there appeared unto 
them Moses and Elias talking with 
him, Then answered Peter and said 
unto Jesus, Lord, it is good for us to 
be here: if thou wilt, let us make here 
three tabernacles; one for thee, and 
one for Moses, and one for Elias” 
(Matt. 17:3, 4). 

David looked forward to seeing his 
son who had died. “But now he is 
dead, wherefore should I fast? Can I 
bring him back again? I shall go to 
him, but he shall not return to me” 
(II Sam. 12:23). 

What a blessed and wonderful hope 
we have knowing that some day we 
shall have a new spiritual body, not 
subject to corruption, but one like 
Christ’s glorious body in which to 
dwell with Him forever and ever.

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Seen At Mission Villa 


The following is an interview with Willard C. Peirce, trustee, director, of Mission Villa. 
Bro. Peirce has lead the program at Mission Villa since its very beginning in Bethany Park. 
He is well qualified to answer any question concerning Mission Villa. If you need further 
information, write to him at P. O. Box 961, Santa Cruz, Calif. 
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I notice you have been doing quite a 
bit of landscaping this past summer. Is 
this work finished now? 


Yes, we have been working at it, 
planting trees, shrubs and putting in 
lawns. While lots has been done, 
much remains to be done. We can use 
shrubs and plants of all kinds. We 
plan to put in fir and pine trees this 
fall and winter. If anyone should have 
any they wish to contribute, we will 
gladly arrange to pick them up wher- 
ever they may be in the District, 
though of course we would appreciate 
it if people would bring them right to 
Bethany Park. 


Are your houses and apartments filled 
all the time? 


We rarely have them vacant. Us- 
ually there is a waiting list of mission- 
aries who keep their application on 
file with our Rental Committee. Rev. 
Ruben Wilson, assistant supt. and dis- 


trict missionary secretary, together 


with Mrs. Goldia Anderson, W. M. C. 
president, are this committee. 


Are the houses and apartments all paid 
for now? 


The money in the trust has paid for 


the five houses and apartments now 


in use, except for about $7,000. The 
total value of the properties would be 
about $65,000 so $7,000 is a very small 
unpaid balance. We would like to pay 


this off as soon as possible. The in- 
come from rentals and invested funds 
is not sufficient to reduce this indebt- 
edness, for we have about $800 a year 
taxes and the cost of maintaining the 
Villa. So we trust the Lord will lay 
it on the hearts of people with a mis- 
sionary vision to make contributions 
which will pay off this small balance. 


Who is responsible for the Pacific Mis- 
sion Villa at Bethany Park? 

Mrs. Mary Norton Perkins, a Pente- 
costal woman from Ossining, N. Y., 
gave the first missionary home in Los 
Angeles about 40 years ago. After her 
death there was left a Trust fund of 
about $30,000 in her will for the main- 
tenance of the home. It was stated in 
her will that this home should be for 
the use of missionaries on furlough 
or when going to or coming from the 
missionary fields. 


Does this trust still exist? 


Yes, though almost all of the prin- 
cipal of the Trust has now been invet- 
ed in the building of the present 
homes in Mission Villa. There is a 
very limited amount still invested in 
stock from which about $25 a month 
comes in to help run the homes. 


Well, then how do you carry on the pro- 
ject? 


The Fireign Missions Department 


of the Assemblies of God makes pro- 
vision that their missionaries on fur- 
lough receive an allowance for rent 
each month. 


How much do you rent the houses and 
apartments for? 


The three bedroom house, all fur- 
nished with everything including lin- 
ens and all utensils and dishes, ready 
for missionaries to move in with just 
their suit cases, is only $60 a month. 
The two bedroom house and apart- 
ments rent for $50 a month. 


Will people or churches receive mission- 
ary credit from the Foreign Missions De- 
partment of the Council for such contri- 
butions? 


Those sending in offerings may send 
them to the WOMEN’S MISSION- 
ARY COUNCIL, P. O. Box 961, Santa 
Cruz. Official receipts will be sent 
them and credit will be given either 
to them, personally, or their church 
for this missionary offering. Just mark 
the offering “Pacific Mission Villa.” 


Just one more question, Brother Peirce, 
is the Pacific Mission Villa owned by the 
District? 


Not at present, but there is a pro- 
vision which has been made by decree 
of the Superior Court of California in 
and for Santa Cruz County, providing 
that the buildings built on this acre 
of ground owned by the District, will 
revert to the District at the end of the 
lease period of 25 years. So that every 
dollar invested in this project will be- 
come District property, as ordered by 
the Court, by 1981, at which time the 
trust will be dissolved and all the 
propery belong to the District Coun- 
cil.

Mission Villa means to my children 
and me! 

Time and again, Andre, Felipe, Mir- 
iam and I’sit in the front room and 
remark how lovely it is and how much 
we feel at home.

Operation D. D. (Door to Door) Finds 
Acceptance In District Churches 


Doorbells! Some are round, some 
are square, some are large and some 
are small, but it is not the doorbell 
that interests us .. . its the one who 
answers. 


Four years ago the idea of Opera- 
tion Door to Door came into reality 
when we enlisted a group of students 
from Bethany Bible College to go 
with us to the various churches and 
_ spend an afternoon pushing doorbells 
for Christ. 


This visitation team started with 
about ten students volunteering for 
this type of ministry. Today we have 
a team of 25 to 80 young people who 
realize this to be an interesting, excit- 
ing and rewarding work. Work, yes! 
Miles are covered on foot every Sun- 
day afternoon and everyone gets very 
tired. But the dividends are great. 


In one church the result of the 
afternoon’s visitation climaxed in five 
people coming to the altar that Sun- 
day night for salvation. When the 
pastors write us and say that they 
have called on these prospects and 
have added families to the church, the 
weary feet and tired bodies are for-

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gotten with rejoicing to God for new 
souls added to the Kingdom. 


Each week this visitation team 
meets in a classroom of the college 
and we go over techniques, methods 
and plans for the next community to 
be visited. Then time is spent in 
prayer — praying that God will go be- 
fore us and open the hearts of the 
people that they will open their doors 
to us. 


The compensations are many. One 
is food at its very best! The churches 
are so very gracious and feed us so 


well. Most of the time a dinner is 
prepared to be served at the church 
so the team can get on the sidewalk 
as soon as possible. 


In the evening service the students 
in the team testify, lead song service 
and have special musical numbers. 


Literally thousands of homes have 
been called on through Operation D. 
D. At times some of the team mem- 
bers have not received a very pleasant 
reception at the door and at other 
times they have had the opportunity 
and pleasure of kneeling right there 
in the home and praying with the fam- 
ilies. 

We cannot number the results, only 
God knows that. Our prayer is that 
when we get to heaven we will find 
many there that answered the door-

in a statistical analysis of the Christian 


service of the College is virtually im- 
possible. 

May I come now to that which in 
many ways is the most important part 
of this report - our look at the future. 
I doubt if any one dreamed in 1950 
that Bethany’s facilities would be 
stretched to the absolute breaking 
point this quickly. Then a school of 
200 was barely envisioned. When the 
chapel was built in 1956, a seating of 
325 seemed ample for years to come. 
In 1958 when the financial need of 
the school was presented to the Cor- 
poration meeting in Richmond, the 
building of the Student Center, im- 
provement of current facilities, and 
development of the sewer system were 
deemed adequate for a long time to 
come, so much so that the impression 
was at least received by many that the 
appeal at that time would be the last. 

The stark brutal fact of the matter 
is that whatever the thinking at that 
time and the reasons for doing so, 
Bethany is now faced with the absol- 
ute urgency of expanding again. 

Our academic facilities and physical 
education plant are totally inadequate 


to meet the need even now of our

- student body at present. Thirty to 40 


young men are sleeping in quarters 
outside the dormitory and should a 
commensurate increase next year ma- 
terialize, more will be inconvenienced 
- not to mention the problems of su- 
pervision that arise in this delema. 
Originally, the State of California, 
Department of Education certified us 
with a maximum of 300 in the student 
body, claiming that is all our facilities 
would take care of. Already we are 
passed that number. Obviously, some- 
thing must be done. 

We must rise to the challenge. We 
cannot fail the young people of our 
land who are willing to dedicate 
themselves to the study of the Bible 
in a Pentecostal atmosphere for the 
purpose of training for Christian ser- 
vice - even sometimes at heavy finan- 
cial loss. In view of their being able 
to attend state schools for practically 
nothing. We must catch the vision of 
what an enlarged Bethany can do for 
the entire Kingdom of God. 

To do so will require faith from 
us all - individually and collectively. 
We will have to find ways to present 
the needs to our people - and to fi- 


_nance the program in a way that will 


be glorifying to God. The time has 
come when we must believe God to 
help us promote His cause by enlisting 
large gifts from every source possible. 
Church offerings are wonderful. God 
be pleased for what we have already 


received, but somehow we must enlist — 


men with means to help us _ build. 
Gifts of $10,000, $20,000, and perhaps 


even $50,000 or $100,000 ought to be 


our goal. 

Brethren, the time is at hand. May 
God give us courage to meet the emer- 
gency. Yes, we can draw back and 
content ourselves with what we have 
and hope we can hold our own, but 
the startling historical fact is that we 
etiher advance or retreat. We can ad- 
vance to achieve the finest program 
of Pentecostal education in our move- 
ment, or we can retreat in the shadow 
of philosophy that is content to keep 
the status quo - and possibly perish 
on the way. Surely, the scriptural ex- 
hortion which we have all so often 
applied to our churches as we would 


_ spur them to greater advance is apro- 


pos here, “Without a vision, the people 
perish.” 

Frankly, brethren, when I face the 
future and the tremendous task before 


us, I tremble at the possibilities of suc- 
cess and failure. To know, however, 


_that I have a group of men like you 


who have already shown your 
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loyalty and devotion to Bethany’s 
cause, working with me gives courage 
to face the task. I appreciate more 
more than you can ever know the priv- 
ilege that has been mine to work with 
each of you this year. You have each 
one made my task easier.
